Bearing a message from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, 
Labor Commis- 
iioner Carroll D. Wright secretly 
met President Mitchell, of the mine 
workers, in Philadelphia yesterday 
morning. 
Mr. Mitchell departed 
at 4 :3o in response to a telegram. 
Mr. Mitchell returned to Wilkes- 
barre at 9 o’clock last n ig h t a n d 
gave o u t this brief statement; 
**I met Mr. Carroll D. Wright 
in Philadelphia. ” 
To even such apparently unim­ 
portant particulars as where and 
how, and at what time, he declined 
to answer, and all the information 
he gave was contained in the baie 
statement. 
It is understood, however, tha 
he was asked to consider a new 
proposition by the president, which 
means virtually that the strikers 
return to work at the wages they 
had been getting before the strike, 
and that the president and congress 
will then endeavor to effect such 
legislation as will in the end gain 
for them what they are now striv­ 
ing for. 
What the plan is is not made 
public, 
and 
whether 
President 
Mitchell’s position in such a pro­ 
posal is for a resumption of work 
is also not known. 
But if snch a 
proposal is made it wiil have to be 
8ubmit*:ed to a convention ef the 
mine workers before final decision 
could be reached. 
President Mitchell declined to 
•ay anything about the matter, and 
none of the district presidents will 
talk. 
They went, into conference 
with Mr. Mitchell soon after his 


return, and at 11:20 left Wilkes- 
b. ine witli him lur 
whcie 
they today will meet the committee 
from the National Manufacturers’ 
association. 
A h iar as can be learned from 
the seutimeot of the mine workers 
they will not accept any plan for a 
settlement which doew not carry 
with it sufficient actual concessions 
to matcTiaily improve their con­ 
dition; that tl ey are opposed to 
returning to work upon a promise 
from a third party, and say that 
while now it would seem a pairiottc 
and a humane thing to do, when 
the public was plentifully supplied 
with coal they would forget the 
situation as it now exists and be 
chary about taking such measures 
as are now proposed.
